Tips for 

Summer 

Shutterbugs 


Hold your camera steady and straight. 

Camera movement ruins more pictures 
than any other thing. Hold your breath 
while you gently squeeze the shutter. 


Don't block the lens. Keep thumbs, 
camera straps and lens caps well out 
of the way. 


Compose your pictures. Include some of 
the background and let the surroundings 
tell the story. The picture on the top 
could have been taken anywhere; the 
one below captures the atmosphere of 
Liberty Square. 
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It's not until you get the prints 
back home that you find out how 
many blurred faces and fuzzy scenes 
ended up on film. (Well, maybe some 
of those faces moved when you 
snapped the shutter, but a moving 
mountain???) 

Remember the year you cut 
off all of your relatives' heads? Or 
snapped a picture of your thumb a 
dozen times? Oops — there go your 
once-in-a-lifetime vacation memories. 

This summer, you're determined 
it will be different! And it can be. 
Taking good photos isn't difficult; all 
it requires is an extra minute or two 
of concentration before you click 
the shutter. Take a look at the scene 
through the camera's eye. Is that a 
lamp post growing out of your broth- 
er's head? It will be on film! Move a 
few steps to the side and shoot from a 


Center your subject . and be careful 
not to cut off any heads! 



new angle and your brother is no 
longer a support for a streetlight. 

Do the people in your pictures 
always lean toward starboard when 
they're standing on land? Straighten 
that camera when you shoot! 

Most people make these and 
many other simple mistakes. But 
don't despair if you do; they're not 
hard to remedy. 

Just in time for shutterbugs 
planning their summer vacations, we 
offer the following suggestions from 
our roving Walt Disney World pho- 
tographer. Take these tips from our 
pro, and you'll take home better pic- 
tures this summer. Really, it's a snap! 

Don't Forget! 

It's a good idea to check your 
camera before you leave home — 
especially if you don't use it often. 


Watch for things in the foreground which 
spoil your scene . . . and for objects in 
the background. Nobody wants a tree 
growing out of his head. 



Make sure it's clean; look for dirt 
inside and on the lens outside. Before 
you load up with film, check the film 
advance, shutter and other mechan- 
ical parts. Make sure batteries are 
fresh; clean the contact points with 
a rough cloth or erasure. 

Check the expiration date to 
make sure your film is fresh. Remem- 
ber, never store film (in or out of 
your camera) in a hot area such as 
a car trunk or glove compartment, or 
in direct sunlight. And, don't forget 
to load up your camera (stay out of 
intense sunlight to do so) before you 
start to snap! 

If you take flash pictures, don't 
try to illuminate large objects or 
anything farther than 12 feet away; 
such nighttime subjects should be 
shot with a time exposure. V 


Bring the subject in close enough to be 
recognizable. You'll still see all of the 
background and he won't look like part 
of the crowd.

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Top golf instructor Phil Ritson and his Golf Studio staff offer personalized tips on each individual s own style ot play. 


Learning lo Play Golf” 


"The Golf Studio will teach a 
pupil to develop his own swing to its 
fullest; a student certainly will not 
be taught to swing my way, some 
professional's way or any other 
person's way!" 

When professional golf coach 
Phil Ritson — head of the new Walt 
Disney World Golf Instruction Studio 
— talks teaching philosophy, he is 
adamant about that one idea: that 
every person should develop his or 
her own golf swing and style of play. 

"A golf swing is very personal" 
says Ritson simply. "The human race 
is made up of all shapes and sizes 
and the golf swing that is right for 
one golfer could be very wrong for 
another!' 

"Many PGA tour professionals 


have shocking swings" declares the 
veteran teacher, "but they work well 
for them as individuals. The break- 
down occurs when people try to 
emulate a favorite golfer's style. 

They don't have his physical make- 
up and his style is not the way for 
them to play!" 

Phil Ritson's golf philosophy and 
the program that puts it into prac- 
tice began developing some thirty 
years ago in his native South Africa. 

In 1953, after a four-year stint as a 
professional golfer, he decided to 
devote his energy full time to his first 
love: teaching. That was more than 
95,000 lessons ago. One of his former 
pupils is Gary Player, 1978 Masters 
Champion, who unhesitatingly ranks 
Phil as one of the top three golf 
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Your Way 

coaches in the world. 

The intent of the Studio program 
is to teach golfers the fundamentals 
of the game and then adapt their 
individual characteristics to these 
basics. Each two-and-one-half hour 
session (limited to under a dozen 
people) concentrates on one of three 
categories: Tee Shots, Through the 
Fairway and Up and Down. Prefacing 
each of the sessions is an individual 
swing analysis. 

This personalized critique is 
video-taped for playback later on the 
five-foot-wide color-television screen 
in the Pro Shop. (Often it's the first 
time a golfer has ever seen himself “in 
action!') Simultaneously, the audio 
portion is recorded onto a cassette 
tape the student takes home with 


him. These tips, along with a lesson 
on basic golfing fundamentals, are 
an excellent way for the golfer to 
review the "keys" to a better game, 
whether he's on the practice tee or 
playing a mental game of golf as he 
drives home from work. 

Ritson is careful not to over- 
burden his students with too many 
corrections at once. “It's best to 
teach one fundamental at a time," 
he cautions. “An absolute critique 
is absolute confusion for a golfer!' 

Says one alumnus of the school: 
"There are so many more things to 
remember than you realize! Phil 
notices your stance, your legs, hips, 
wrists, head. When you do them right, 
the improvement in your swing is 
astounding. I hit a straight ball today 


for the first time in my life!" 

Phil elaborates: "It's important 
that a pupil not only understands his 
problem and knows how to correct 
it, but that he learns a natural sense 
of feel for his swing. Hard drill tech- 
niques often result in mechanical 
movements; we try to eradicate 
problems by instructing golfers in 
what feels naturally correct to them!' 

The Golf Studio is not intended 
as a course in "everything you need 
to know about golf in three easy 
lessons!' Ritson advises. But it gives 
even the beginning golfer a good 
feel for the challenge that faces 
anyone who wants to excel at golf. 
And it teaches him that the best way 
for him to swing is his way; the best 
style is his style V

A Man 
with Sound 
Ideas 

He stands there, in his 
handsome white hair and semi-Dali 
mustache, looking for all the world 
like a concert musician. ..except that 
the instrument he's playing is an 
odd-looking contraption comprised 
of a wood frame supporting a tight 
rosined string which is anchored in 
an old coffee can over which a 
drumhead has been stretched. He 
passes an old hair bow across the 
string, playing the thing as if it 
were a fine cello, and out of it 
come the sounds of doors 
creaking, rocking chairs 
rocking, or frogs "riveting" 

With the help of a high- 
frequency oscillator, 
he can even play a 
recognizable tune like 
"Down By the Old Mill 
Stream" 


Jim Macdonald is indeed, a 
musician and a magician. ..he must be 
both in order to produce the inno- 
vative sound effects used over the 
past 44 years at Walt Disney Pro- 
ductions. In his long career with the 
film studio, Macdonald (yes, it's 
spelled with a small "d"), has served 
as a one-man Sound Effects Depart- 
ment, an inventor/engineer of note, 
and also as the high-pitched voice of 
Mickey Mouse! It's possible that any 
Disney movie you have ever seen 
has Jim's stamp on the sound 
track somewhere in the film. 




In Sound Studio "C" surrounded 
by a mishmash of Rube Goldberg 
gadgets he has made by hand, Jim 
reflects upon the original sound effect 
for which each of the individual 
devices was intended. Here's the 
sound of Mickey's car.. .it looks like a 
big truck spring and half a trombone. 
It is! Over there's a steel rim, about 
36" in diameter, on which there are 
heavy springs in a box mounted on 
roller skate wheels which is pulled 
round and round to sound exactly 
like-a railroad car speeding down 
the tracks. 

The late producer Bill Walsh 
requested of Jim a sound to represent 
a wheel rolling off Herbie, the VW, for 
the movie 'The Love Bug" A simple 
inflated balloon, with a B.B. inside, 
rotated close up to the microphone 
gave the desired effect. Another 
simple sound. ..the breaking up of a 
wooden berry basket to simulate 
falling trees and timber. 

Barrels filled with Mexican peas 
sound like a heavy rainstorm. But for 
more complicated falling water 
sounds, Jim employs an elaborate 


concoction of pipes and valves 
through which real water flows. 

The outboard motor sound of 
Evinrude, the loveable dragon fly in 
the current Disney release, The 
Rescuers" was created by Jim from 
rubber tubing and a covered wire 
spool. For animal sound situations 
involving everything from angry bears 
to alligators, Jimmy growls through an 
old-fashioned lamp chimney. 

The simple sounds of footsteps 
of some cartoon character in an 
animated film require tedious hours 
of Jim doing the walking for the 
character on some surface relative to 
the story. The actual film is projected 
on a screen ahead so that Jim can 
time his actions with those of the 
characters. Here, Jim's former ex- 
perience as a musician and drummer 
(he played with the famous Firehouse 
Five) definitely come into play, since 
his timing must be no less than 
perfect for multi-track film editing. 

Another sign of Jim's musical 
genius is what appears to be five huge 
brake drums, mounted on a heavy 
platform. Unknown to the casual 


observer, they have been finely tuned 
by Macdonald, and the church bell 
chimes he coaxes from these drums 
would put a sophisticated carillon 
to shame.
